NEW YORK (AP) — Jack 
Nicholson has got to be a great 
acto r. 
It doesn’t take two 
film critics’ awards to prove it. 
Pair a half hour’s conversation 
with Jack Nicholson, with his wild 
and funny portrayal of drunken 
George in “ Easy Rider,” and you 
know it’s true. 
For while George is a deep 
South-draw|ing ne’er-do-well, the 
real Jack Nicholson is a soberly 
w itty, b rainy, creative, 
in­ 
tellectually probing man who it is 
hard to imagine drunk, in jail, or 
on a motorcycle dash to freedom. 
He’s been too busy writing, pro­ 
ducing. directing and acting in 
“ underground” movies that only 
come aboveground, like “ Easy 
Rider," through sheer luck. 
“This is the luckiest movie that 
I have ever related to, and I’ve 
related to about 30 in one way or 
another,” Nicholson said, as he 
relaxed in his plush room at the 
St. Regis Hotel, a couple of days 
after the New York Film Critics 
joined the National Society of 
Film Critics in naming him best 
supporting actor. 
Nicholson came to Hollywood 
on a visit a dozen years ago. and 
went to work for the Hanna and 
Barberra cartoon team on the 
MGM lot. He “just wanted to see 
some movie stars." 
When a producer asked him if 
he wanted to be an actor, he said 
no “ It surprised him” he recalls, 
“but not nearly as much as his 
asking surprised me." 
Deciding he didn't have a “ big 
career as an office boy," Nichol­ 
son went into little theater “ for 
seasoning," and once even got "a

S95 a week. Next came the lead in 
something called “Cry Baby Kill­ 
er,” which he found embarrassing 
Nicholson then became involved 
with a group of young writers, 
producers and directors who were 
turning out the kind of movies that 
frequently win high praise at film 
festivals. 


He was cowriter and coproducei 
of “ Head.” the first Monkees 
feature, and wrote the script for 
“The Trip,” coproduced by Peter 
Fonda. Fonda was later to pro­ 
duce "Easy Rider.” 
Nicholson 
believes 
that 
his 
greatest achievements to date art- 
two westerns, "‘The Shooting, 
and “ Ride the Whirlwind.” which 


he wrote, produced and acted in. 
Both were shown at the Cannes 
Film Festival, and have done well 
in European showings. They have 
been seen in this country only by 
college audiences. 
Besides writing, producing and 
acting in his two westerns, Nichol­ 
son also did the editing, timed the 
prints, and did his own publicity. 


For a year and a half’s work, he 
and Director Monte Heilman each 
made about $1,200. But Nicholson 
is blythe about the money — he 
found it more frustrating that "the 
films were not really reaching an 
audience.” 
“They could still be reviewed as 
avant garde westerns,* and this is 
seven years later,” he says sadly. . 
Nicholson’s first contact with 
“ Easy 
Rider" 
was a 
12-page 
"treatment.” He was asked his 
— opinion, and gave it — that it 
would make $10 to $20 million. “ I 
was the only one who predicted 
it," he says. 
George Nicholson’s southern 
drawl is so perfect that it’s hard to 
believe that he was born and 
raised in New Jersey, and that the 
dialect was what worried him the 
most about the part. He could 
easily be mistaken for a south­ 
erner, however. 


“ Maybe it’s because my best 
friend in high school was from 
Virginia, and I had a couple of 
roommates from Texas,” he says. 
“ And I always talked slow. It’s 
what they call the Jersey twang.” 


Nicholson 
has just finished 
“ Five Easy Pieces,” in which he 
stars. He soon will begin his first 
directing assignment, with “ Drive, 
He Said.” 
And next summer he will act in 
Mike Nichols’ “Carnal Knowl­ 
edge.” 
Asked what label he prefers for 
his films, — “ underground,” 
“ art,” “ avant garde” or whatever, 
Nicholson replied: 
“ I call them low budget movies. 
The only reason they’re under 
ground is that nobody sees them."

Come along on a five-day merry-go-round discussion oi 
U.S. casualties in Laos, and try not to get dizzy 
The ride begins on a Friday afternoon in Key Biscayne. 
Fla , where an important White House official is giving 
White House reporters a background briefing on President 
Nixon's official Statement regarding the degree of our in­ 
volvement in the war in Laos. 
When the briefing ended, some reporters were confused 
about a total casualty figure that the official had used 
What the official said was that 'something less" than 200 
Americans had been killed in Laos from 1962 through 1969, 
and that less than 200, actually 193 are listed as missing. 
That means they may be either dead, captured, lost, or 
even hiding out 
The White House official went on to say that of this grand 
total of less than 400, ' something less" than 50 civilians 
had been killed or were in the missing category. 
Two days later, a newspaper story stated a Capt Joseph 
Bush, a U S. Army officer, had been killed in Laos. 
That afternoon, a White House press aide. Gerald Warren 
met with newsmen in Florida to concede Bush had been 
killed on the ground in Laos. 
The aide said further that 26 U.S civilians »one a depend 
entt had been killed or were missing in the 1862-68 period 
And he noted that the White House spokesman of Friday 
had described as "airmen” all those in the civilian cate­ 
gory, His recollection was correct. 
Later however, Warren indicated the dead U.S. civilians 
had not necessarily all been killed in the air. And there 
was a suggestion that some were not “ airmen” but civilian 
passengers in a helicopter that had been shot down 
Then amid the incredible confusion marking this long 
Sunday session, reporters began putting queries which 
assumed that not only Capt Bush but all the mentioned 26 
civilians had been killed, rather than "killed or missing." 
Near the briefing's end, Warren himself seemed so con­ 
fused he accepted the idea all 27 were dead This was what 
the public heard. 
Next day .at the White House. Press Secretary Ronald 
Ziegler in his usual morning briefing reverted to Warren’s 
original statement—that the 26 civilians were not all killed 
but killed or missing. 
If it be assumed from all this that administration brief­ 
ers were confused or confusing through the long briefing 
sessions, the judgment is unassailably correct. 
In countless instances, as they posed question«, they 
grossly misstated what the briefer had told them Just 
minutes before 
The Nixon administration must Dear clear blame for 
shifting ground and contributing to the chaos 
But the 
press magnified the confusion mightily by its obtuseness.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) - 
Missouri’s paperwork jungle is 
being cleared. You can now find 
a specific 
record among the 
state’s millions of pieces of 
paper in something like three 
minutes. 
The capitol basement used to 
be 
piled 
high 
with 
boxes. 
R e c o r d s 
were 
sc a tt ere d 
indiscriminately 
through 
state 
agencies. 
Sometimes 
it 
took 
weeks 
to 
find 
a 
particular 
record- 
Now the basement has been 
cleared. It has been converted 
into parking space and offices, a 
test kitchen, a computer center, 
a snack center for visitors and 
employes 
and utility 
control 
rooms. 
Right now some more space 
is being cleared as old Treasury 
chec ks 
are 
rem oved 
for 
microfilming at a rate of four 
million a year. 
How has ail this come about? 
Bark in 1966, the first “ Little 
H o o v e r " 
C om mis s ion 
on 
governmental 
reorganization 
recommended establishment of a

records

center. 
Ten years later the legislature 
agreed that might be a food 
idea. Agencies were hollering for 
more space and old records were 
r e t e l l i n g 
m o u n t a i n o u s 
proportions. 
So the Records Management 
and Archives Service Section was 
established in the secretary of

$5.08 per cubic foot a year to 
store records in the offices of 
the state agencies hut only about 
55 cents a year in the recorda 
center.

on with sophisticated equipment 
which can take a picture of the 
front and back of a check at the 
same time.

For the first time, all of the 
attorney general’s opinions are

film and this 
section is busy now filming all 
the original legislative bills as far 
back as they are available. 
Many state agencies use the 
central equipment to microfilm 
their recorda and the program 
has been extended to the state 
colleges. Mental hospital records 
will be put on film next. 
All birth, death and marriage 
records already have been filmed 
and are instantly available in the 
State Division of Health. 
Connor says putting records 
on film reduces storage space 
requirements by 98 per cent. 
Cost studies are incomplete but 
Kirkpatrick estimates the state is 
saving between $2.45 and $2 a roil 
by processing its own film. 
Then there is the Archives 
Service Section directed by Mrs. 
Pauline Irvine as archivist. So far 
she has catalogued about 300,000 
documents.

t h e 
correspondence of 
Missouri 
governors between 1823 and 1940, 
and 
thousands of 
old 
land 
record»—often Of great interest 
to genealogists, surveyors and 
geographers. 
Last year the archives section 
received 
639 
requests 
for 


information, many relayed tram 
th e 
federal 
g o vern ment. 
Requests have come from all 
over the United Staes and from 
Canada, Switzerland, the Canal 
Zone, Brazil, the Phillipines and 
Africa. 
The state capitols burned in 
1837 and 1911 but Mrs. Irvine had 
rediscovered 
many 
of 
the 
records that were thought lost in 
the 1911 fire. 
The oldest single record goes 
back to 1779 when Missouri was a 
Spanish territory. It was dated 
Feb. 9, 1770 and signed only 
“ P i e r n a s , ” 
the 
territorial 
governor. 
It was the appointment of 
one Martin Duralee as Zofficial 
surveyor of this colony by his 
Catholic 
majesty” 
and 
was 
written in old fashioned French 
that was difficult to translate. 
As 
the

proceeds, 
Connor sees further benefits in 
the future. 
F o r 
one 
thing, 
lo c a l

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Hanoi Objective: 
Lao Opium, Rice

WASHINGTON iNEAi 
It wa* apring in the Plain oi Jar* in Laos 16 years ago- 
in 1954 
Ho Chi Mmh & troop» were moving in for an all-out 
attack 
A friend of this reporter », an American officer, at thui 
moment in Hanoi, received urgent word from the U S. 
government to rush to northern Laos and report on the 
situation 
U S diplomats were frantic The White House was filled 
with alarms 
This American, an old hand in Asia, made haste to Laos 
and up to the Plain of Jars. 
But the French had outmaneuvered Ho They had sent a 
special agent to the plain supplied with a great quantity of 
francs lie moved in fast, bought up the entire opium crop 
or as much as he could get his hands on--and had it 
cart4Kl away. 
«The French government for years after made attempts 
to learn what their agent had done with the opium There 
was some suspicion he had sold it on the world market him­ 
self ami pocketed the proceeds.) 
In any event, when Ho’s political-economic officers heard 
the opium crop had vanished, they called off the attack and 
faded away. 
One way or another, alm ost every spring since then the 
Communists have moved from their base provinces in 
northeast Laos to collect the opium and rice in whatever 
regions they do not happen to hold at the moment. 
North Vietnam requires the grain to feed its armies. It 
needs the opium (and the heroin made from opium> to pay 
Ru.wia and Communist China for weapons 
The opium, or heroin, goes out through Hanoi and Com­ 
munist China to Hong Kong and other outletsJto secure 
American dollars. Some goes to Corsica and to Franc; for 
processing and thence to the United States. Other ship­ 
ment« go to countries in Southeast Asia. 
The demand for Asian opium has Increased as a result 
at U S. efforts to secure a Turkish and Mexican elainpdown 
on production and black marketing of opium in their lands 
Hanoi and Bed China thus have a need to increase their 
collections So it may be the drive this year will bite further 
into western Laos. 
Now opium obviously is nol the maior aim of this year's 
Communist spring attack» in lams Hanoi obviously wants 
to weaken the nationalist Lao government, to end U.S 
bombing of the Ho Chi Mmh trails, U» bring Prince Sihanouk 
of Cambodia Into line and to provide ''victories" for the 
quirk-wtn group in Hanoi’s faction-ridden government 
Hut certainly a litile preclusive buying (following the 
French example) would have bet*n worth the try. 
The North Vietnamese probably would have attacked this 
year anyway. Hut their profits would be smaller There 
would tie less illegal heroin on the world market to plague 
us

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Revolution and Jesus-2 
Jesus Leads the Offending Demonstrations 


Editor s note This is not the only age of street demonstrations and 
confrontations They also occurred in the time of Jesus The following 
article, the second instalment of a five-part Easter series about the 
revolutionary currents in that Biblical period, deals with some of the 
offending demonstrations )

W ith calloused, sun-darkened hands, Jesus braided the leather 
thongs, forming them into a long whip like that used by cattle 
drovers. Then the dem onstration began. It was a wild scene. He 
struck, forcefully, at the country's biggest politico-economic 
institution, the Temple trading system. 


It was a shocking, dangerous 
move, with fierce repercussions 
The money exchange and com­ 
mercial transactions operated by 
the Jerusalem Temple, under con­ 
trol of the Roman military gov­ 
ernment and the collaborationist 
Sadducean aristocracy, was the 
civic-financial hub of the Judean 
power structure At it. Jesus un­ 
leashed his most vehement on­ 
slaught 
"Take these things away!” he 
commanded, driving the currency 
brokers, merchants and their live­ 
stock from the Temple's vast outer 
court, where the business was 
carried on. “ You shall not make 
my Father's house a house of 
trade" 
He overturned tables, toppled 
chairs, knocked down pigeon sales 
booths 
and 
upset 
the 
money 
chests, the various gospel accounts 
relate 
Coins spilled across the 
polished pavement, and traders 
and customers alike, along with 
birds, sheep and oxen scattered 
before the foray 
Stunned amazement silenced 
the harps and flutes of the white- 
robed Levite choir on the central 
circular stairsteps, which led up to 
the tall, ornamented double doors 
— the doors to the sacred intenor 
Quoting the 
prophet 
Isaiah, 


was four furlongs (a half mile) 
around, 
rimmed by 
massive, 
marble colonnades. 


Armed Temple guards either 
feared to intervene, or were swept 
■•side 
From the towers of the 
Fortros Antonia, at the court’s 
northwest comer. Roman sentries 
looked on, awaiting orders. Jesus 
evidently had popular support in 
the affair, since the infuriated 
Temple officials wanted him de­ 
stroyed. Mark notes, but "feared 
him" because of the mood of the 
multitude. 


The gospel of John notes that 
the disciples, seemingly worried at 
the tumultuous episode and its 
contrast with Jesus' usual ways, 
found their explanation of it in a 
remembered Psalm 69:9: “Zeal 
for thy house will consume me." 
Christians often try “to tone 
down" the incident, but it’s part of 
the authentic character of Jesus, 
says the theologian Arthur J. Gos­ 
sip in the Interpreter's Bible. “ The 
gentle Jesus, meek and mild idea 
has been so overworked" that the 
common view of Jesus “ has small 
resemblance to the Christ of the 
New Testament.

W’hen the 3d Infantry (The Old Guard) was reorgan­ 
ised in 1848 with *Se 1st Battalion (Reinforced) and Regi­ 
m ental H eadquarters loVated at Ft. Myer, Va., the 1st B at­ 
talion was given the vital mission of protecting the N a­ 
tion's Capital. Sim ultaneously, it became the Arm y’s of­ 
ficial ceremonial unit. 
Often referred to as the “President's Own,” The Old 
Guard at Ft Myer is the official Army honor guard and 
escort for the President. 
Distinctive Honor Mission* 
The ceremonial unit also has the distinctive honor mis­ 
sion* of guarding the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier; 
m arching a* lead elem ent in Presidential inaugurals. 
Armed Forces and other parades; executing m ilitary and 
State funerals in A rlington National Cemetery’; participat­ 
ing in arrival and departure ceremonies for American and 
foreign dignitaries;* and perform ing in various m ilitary 
drills and pageants. 
During last year alone, The Old Guard members partici­ 
pated in 3,265 ceremonies, or alm ost nine a day, seven days 
a week 
In 1960. The Old Guard Fife and Drum Corps was or­ 
ganised to provide music for The Old G lard ceremonies. 
The corps' colorful costumes are exact reproductions of 
Revolutionary W ar uniform s The numbers they play are 


taken from authentic music of that period. The corpa is 
noted for it* u#e of the colonial drill a* form ulated in 
1779 by Baron Friederich Wilheim von Steuben, the P rus­ 
sian General who trained George W ashington * soldiers.

Dr. Ernest Campbell, has noted 
that the continuing presence of a group within the church 
opposing the Vietnam war has also increased congregation­ 
al anxiety. This protest gathering quietly reads the names 
of the war dead in a small chapel on the main floor. Some 
members felt that this exercise spoiled their Christmas 
celebration, so they in turn spoiled the finance report when 
their pledges were added up. 
Riverside looks rich and mighty. John D Rockefeller Jr. 
gave them a building and sanctuary worth $86 million The 
endowment funds are close to $24 million 
The annual budget is around $450,000 for this year and

The ride begins on a Friday afternoon in Key Biscayne. 
Fla., where an important White House official is giving 
White House reporters a background briefing on President 
Nixon's official statement regarding the degree of our in­ 
volvement in the war in Laos. 
When the briefing ended, some reporters were confused 
about a total casualty figure that the official had used 
What the official said was that "something less" than 200 
Americans had beer killed in Laos from 1962 through 1969. 
and that less than 200. actually 193. are listed as missing 
That means they may be either dead, captured, lost, or 
even hiding out 
The White House official went on to say that of this grand 
total of less than 400. ‘ something less" than 50 civilians 
had been killed or were in the missing category. 
Two days later, a newspaper story stated a Capt Joseph 
Bush, a U.S. Army officer, had been killed in Laoc 
That afternoon, a White House press aide. Gerald W arren 
met with newsmen in Florida to concede Bush had been 
killed on the ground in Laos 
The aide said further that 26 U.S. civilians tone a depend­ 
ent i had been killed or were missing in the 1962-68 period. 
And he noted that the White House spokesman of Friday 
had described as "airm en ” all those in the civilian ca te ­ 
gory. His recollection was correct. 
Later however. Warren indicated the dead U.S. civilians 
had not necessarily all been killed in the air.

It 
needs the opium land the heroin m ade from opium > to pay 
Kussia and Com m unist China for weapons. 
The opium, or heroin, goes out through Hanoi and Com ­ 
m unist China to Hong Kong und other outlets to secure 
Am erican dollars Som e goes to Corsica and to F rance for 
processing and thence to the United States 
Other ship­ 
m ents g o to countries in Southeast Asia 
The dem and for Asian opium has increased as a result 
of U S efforts to secure a Turkish and M exican clam pdown 
on production and black m arketing of opium in their lands 
Hanoi and Hed China thus have a need to increase their 
collections So it m ay be the drive this year will bite further 
into w estern Laos 
Now opium obviously is not the m ajor aim of this year's 
Com m unist spring attacks in Laos. Hanoi obviously wants 
to weaken the nationalist 
governm ent, to end U S 
bombing ol the Ho Chi Minh trails, to bring Prince Sihanouk 
ol Cam bodia into line and to provide "victories" for the 
quick-win group in H anoi’s faction-ridden governm ent
